FALL OF JOHANNESBURG

Dispatch from Lourenzo Marques
Announces That Commander Kraua
Has Surrendered to Lord Roberts.
Lord Rossyln's Dispatch Causes
London Papera to Treat the War as
Already Ended—Ceneral Hunter
Meots No Resistance in the Trans-
vaal—Powell Invades the North
Without Opposition.

Londan, May 31.—Tha Times sayas
this morning: “The war I8 practicnily
over. By this time the British flag is
fiving In Pretorln. Mr. Kruger has
fled and s ere this half way to Dela-
gon bay.

Mr. Hay, ons of the United States
seeratary of gtate, who holds the of-
floe of Amerlean consul at Protoria
and who, In that eapacity, took charge
of our Interests, thoughtfully Insiated
on a special means for safeguarding
the large number of British prironers.”™

London, May 81, 3 a. m—~Yestorday
At noon the Hritish were only about
two houra' march from Pretorla, and
the Boer milltary forces had abandoned
the city. This Intelligence comes from
the Reuter agent at the Transvaal
capital and from the Earl of Rosslyn
in a press dispatch, The two messages
left about the same time,

At 2 o'clock this morning the war
office had recelved no news from Lord
Itobierts which the oMelals would make
public, but it Is assumed that the prosa
advices are correct. Most of the Lon-
Gon morning papers, through the cour
tesy of the Dally Mall,print Lord Rosg-
Iyn's digpatch and comment upon It,
treating the war as ended. Some of the
more cautious eritiea think that guer-
ilia warfare 1a lkely to be carried on
for some time in varlous parts of tha
comquered territory.

Although the Boer forces are diasolv-
ing, Lord Roberts, apparently, has not

yvoet takon any eonstderable gurntities
nf artlilery. arms or gtores. Large
bollea of Iloers must etll]l bhe somes

where in the fleld,

Burrender of Johannesburg.

A despateh from Lorenzo Margues,
dated Wednesday, says:

“Commuandant Xraus has surren-
Aored Johannesburg to Lord Roherts,
By tonlght's traln from Pretorla ar-
rived a few Greoks, who say they
were told to leave Pratorin Tuesday,
They allirm that the traln in which
they left wae shelled by the British
and that half of the traln, was aut
off. the remalnder steaming away.
This Ineldent probably occurred at
Elandsfonteln Junctlon. Passengors
from Pretorla sssert that the town la
utterly demorallzed,. There s 1 mnd
rueh for the coast. Five traln loads
of fuglitives are expected hére tonlght.”
